Thieves Loot Jeweler's Shop In 
Something Like a Record Time 


In Paris a theft of about $60,000 
worth of jewelry was carried out with 
extraordinary daring and in less than 
five minutes in a jeweler’s shop at 
the corner of the Place de 1'Opera in 
Paris, early yesterday morning. 

A fortnight ago the Societe Gener- 
ale gave up its little branch office next 
door to the shop of M. Clere, the jew- 
eler, at No, 4 Place de l'Opera. The 
jeweler took cver the premises of the 
bank to increase his own spice, and 
the wall between the two buildings 
{3 partly down, 

The inquiries made by the police 
lead them to believe that the thief 
spent the night in the premises which 
recently belonged to the Societe Gen- 
erale, 

His opportunity came when at 7 
o'clock this morning the watchman 
went outside the jeweler’s shop to 
wind up the fron shutter. Then the 
thief must have slipped into the shop 
through the hole in the wall, and 
rified the many cases of jewelry stand- 
ing ready to lis hand. 

Whether this theory be true or not, 
there is no doubt that the thief got 
clear away with maty valuable rings 
and a diamond necklace and other 
jewelry to the value of $60,000. 


HER MEMORY LOST 


Woman Put Into Hypnotic Trances In 
Effort to Discover Her Identity 

A very strange and remarkable 
mystery of the identity of a young 
Englishwoman in Paris who complet 2- 
ly lost her memory eighteen months 
ago is still unsolved, 

Tall and slim, blue eyes, chestnut 
hair and a bright, happy disposition, 
this young Englishwoman when I 
saw her recently, appeared to be 
about 30 years of age. 

She is supposed to have lost her 
memory as the result of a shock, At 
one time, when Dr. le Menant des 
Chenals, the eminent nerve specialist 
in charge of the case, put her into 
a hypnotic trance, she gave the name 
of Alice Meadows, but on several oc- 
casions she has declared that her real 
name is Winifred Courtney Hender- 
son, In her trances she never ans- 
wered to any name but Winifred. 

This statement appears to be con- 
firmed by the fact that she has a trunk 
bearing the initials ‘H.C.H.’ These 
letters are supposed to represent the 
name of an uncle, Herbert Courtney 
Henderson, 

The woman says that she was born 
in India and that she remembers Sim- 
la and Bombay, and’ that her father 
and uncle were officers in the British 
army. She also remembers a cer- 
tain Captain Andrews who used to 
visit her family. 

In her childhood, she says, she had 
a governess called Bella, who left to 
marry a Mr. Harding, and they may 
have gone to live at Chatham. 

When Bella left to be married Miss 
Henderson went to a convent at Ips- 
wich. The details she gave of this 
convent were so complete that the 
Abbe Hernoh, who has conducted 
many inquiries for the young woman, 


acconipanied her to Ipswich to test 


her story. 

All the particulars she gave of the 
convent and the neighborhood and the 
names of the streets were found to 
be exact, but at the convent no ono 
knew her, 

Before leaving {it she recalled that 
she was shipwrecked between New- 
haven and Dieppe when traveling with 
a woman.

_foutinue to scourge the country until 
@‘! farmers learn that the pig is not 
naturally a dirty animal and that it 

requires field range and forage crops 

Just as much as the horse and cow do. 

Nog pens and yards should be 
kept clean, changing to fresh ground 
every year, Such forage crops as rape, 
artichokes, Canada peas and alfalfa 
eught to be accessible all summer. 
Shade and clean water are the next 
essentials, In addition it is well to 
give whey or sour milk and light ra- 
tloys of corn, peas or barley. Heavy 
feeding of grain is only necessary in 
the last few weeks when fitting for 
market, Corn silage is an excellent 
food. A little crushed coal, wood ash- 
es, salt, charcoul and oilmeal ald a 
pig's digestion and contribute to its 
general bealthfulness, 

Young pigs are seriously injured by 
overfeeding and by wet floors and cold 
bedding. There should be no haste to 
fecd grain elther to a farrowing sow 
or a young lifter. Both before and 
after farrowing the dam is better off 
with slops, mashes and boiled vege- 
fables, such as carrots, potatoes and 
beets. When the young things get 
firmly ou their feet the mother may 
» < gradually put back on grain for 
the purpose of hardening up the flesh 
a littl. Sucking pigs should have 
gradually inereasing rations of bran, 
shotts and boiled vegetables,

Get a Good One and Train Him Prop- 
erly Is an Excellent Rule. 

Every farmer should baye a dog. A 
well trained dog, no one will dispute, 
is the most companionable of all anl- 
mals and a labor sayer to the farmer, 
says a correspondent of the Orange 
Judd farmer, Systematic instraction 
should be tsed in drilling the mind and 
body of the animal to bring out the in- 
telligence required. A well trained, 
well treated and good tempered dog is 
one of the most agreeable creatures to 
have about the farm. 

It is a paying investment to the own- 
er to take pains in training a dog. Jn 
the house le should be taught thorough 
cleanliness, und when once this is es- 

err the anima! is miserable un-

Jess it can get out of doors when na- 
(ure demands it. When the dog is 
young, say two or three months old, he 
should be fed in small quantities. Nev- 
er permit him to eat to his own satis- 
faction, because the ultimate result 
will be a very sick and unhappy little 
puppy. It is well to give him his last 
meal about two hours before he 1s shut 
up for the night. 

Cornmeal mixed with water, a very

very injudiclous piece of business, It 
hot only brings about a hard feeling, 
but 1s absolutely uncalled for. A 
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Untreated Alfalfa Is Best. 

Tbe results of five years’ tests indi- 
euto that for fattening hogs the way to 
feed alfalfa most satisfactorily is to 
feed it without grinding or chopping. 
This method has given faster and 
cheaper gains than feeding a like 
@mount of chopped or ground alfalfa 
or a larger percentage of elither.—Ne-

Grown hogs require dipping as soon 
ae the weather is warm and again in 
midsummer, Once will be sufficient 
for the youngsters, and this may be 
about the Ist of August, If cholera 
has ever been known on the place the 
Jand occupled by the hogs should be 
plowed and used for other purposes for 
a year or two. 

The usual medication for dipping 
and the remedies commonly sold for 
cholera are safe and effective if used 
promptly and thoroughly, Prevention 
is better than any cure, aud the farm- 
er who means business will keep his 
stock healthy by giving them a clear 
range, sanitary buildings and suitable 
food. If cholera exists In the neigh- 
borhood or has ever been on a place 
the serum should be given. In wet 
weather every owner needs to guard his 
hogs against pleuropneumonia, 

It is best to use full blooded sires in 
pork production, changing every year, 
80 as to avoid inbreeding, Any of the 
standard breeds can be recommended. 
A pure bred Poland China sire crossed 
with a grade Chester White or Duroc- 
Jersey dam will give excellent results, 
but this is merely given as an Illustra. 
tion. There is decided merit in the 
other distinct types. 

A dam should have one litter in the 
spring and another in the fall. It is 
® good plan to market the spring pigs 
when nine or ten months old and 
weighing about 250 pounds, keeping 
the fall pigs until they are fifteen to 
eighteen months old, when they should 
weigh 350 to 400 pounds. If dams are 
retained after they become heavy and 

| awkward the offspring must be guard- 
ed or they will be crushed to death. 
| It Is best to give them a warm nest by 
themselves, allowing them to suckle 
four times a day.

variably gives watering with liquid 
manure as the cause,

waste of liquids, which usually go into 
the sewer drain or possibly upon the 
road, where they are of >o avail, but 
which if saved by being conducted to 
A tank would enrich the entire garden 
of vegetables, small fruits, furnish 
stimulus to the rose and other flower 
borders and keep the grass plot green 
and fresh even in the hottest and driest 
of midsummer, he use of a little 
plaster occasionally thrown in and 
sround the tank would always keep it 
sweet and clean, 

By the use and practice of liquid ma- 
nure no delay need ever occur tn plant- 
Ing time because of the manure not 
belug on band or not being in a suffi- 
tlenUly rotted condition, but planting 
tould proceed. and the application of 
manure be made at leisure.

A WONDERFUL STREAM. 


The Missiesippi River, tte Magnitude 
and the Area it Drains. 

The Mississippi river, tying ‘wholly 
within tle temperate Zone, ts tn this 
respect wore fortunately situated than 
the more fertile valleyed Amazon, since 
the climate bere, varied and sometimes 
{nbospitable as it is, offers conditions 
of Lunian development there denied, 

The tain strenm Js 2,500 miles in 
length—tbat is, about teh times that 
of the Seine, As Mark Twain has said, 
it is “the crookedest river’ in the 
world, traveling 1,300 miles to cover 
the saine ground that a crow would 
fly over in G75. Vor several bundred 
miles It Is a mile in width. Back in 
1882 it was serenty miles wide when 
the flood was bhigaest, 

The volume of water discharged by 
it into the sea is second only to the 
Amazon and is greater than that of 
all European rivers combined (omitting 
the Volga), he amount fs estimated 
at 139 cuble miles annvally—tbat ts, it 
would fill annually a tank 1239 miles 
Jong, 139 miles wide and 139 miles 
high. With Its tributaries it provides 
somewhat more than 16,000 wiles of 
navigable water, more than any other 
system on the globe except the Ama- 
zon and more than enough’ to reach 
from Lake Superior to Paris by way 
of Kamehatka and Alaska, abont 
three-fourths of the way around the 
globe. The sediment deposited js 400,- 
000,000 tons, enough to require daily 
for its removal 600 trains of fifty cars, 
each carrying fifty tous, and to make 
each year two square wiles of new 
earth over a hundred feet deep. 

The area which it drains ts roughly 
1,250,000 square miles, or two-fifths of 
the United States, That is, Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, France and Italy 
could be set down within this area 
and there would still be some room to 
spare, 

Tt has the strength, for the most part 
put to vo use whatever, of 60,000,000 
horses. The difference between high 
water and low water Is in some places 
fifty feet, which gives some impression 
of the ravge of its moodiness.—Jobn 
Vinley fu Scribner's Magazine.
